Those who procrasti- 
nate or place personal pleasure and amusement as reasons 
why they do not care to volunteer for service are making it 
possible for an enemy attack to produce another Pearl Har- 
bor. The time to prevent a catastrophe is before it happens 
We must guard against any attack that the enemy is capable 
of making. 


We know that this part of the nation is closest to the 5C

To Neglect Ulcer Symptoms 
Is to Invite, Complications 


Mrt. G. D. writei that her hus- 


band was operated on for gastric 
ulcer, and wants to know if that is 
the same as cancer. 


The answer is that it la not the 


same as cancer, but cancer can 
form In or near an ulcer pocket. It 
is important to be sure that one is 
dealing with one and not the other, 
since the treatment is not the same 
for both. 


Coming to a discussion of ulcer 


of the stomach, it should be said 
first that there are two main kinds. 
In one the ulcer is located in the 
stomach itself and in the other it 
lies below the stomach in the first 
portion of the intestines known aa 
the duodenum. 


The symptoms of these 
two 


types of ulcer are not quite alike, 
nor are they always the same even 
when the ulcer is in the same spot 
in two different patients. 


The pain of an ulcer in the 


stomach proper usually comes on 
soon after meals and is associated 
with some tenderness just below 
the breastbone. It Is not always 
constant and may disappear, per- 
haps leaving the pa'.ient with no 
symptoms at all. 


Other digestive disturbances or 


sensations are common. Vomiting 
several hours after eating is one. 


- The pain when present may be 


burning or gnawing in nature and 
may come and go for several 
hours. The symptoms of an ulcer in 
the duodenum are not too dif- 
ferent and the physician cannot 
tell from 
the symptoms alone 


where- the ulcer is located. 


In duodenal ulcer, however, the 


discomfort or pain is more likely to 
come two-or three hours after a 
meal raher than immediately after 
eating. Vomiting is not as common 
as in ulcers located in the stomach 
itself. 
MUST TAKE HISTORY 


Actually, the diagnosis of the lo- 


.cation of the ulcer depends on the 
results of careful history taking, 
examination of the stomach con- 
tents, and looking into the stomach 
or photographing the lining. 


If the ulcer eats through the 


wall of the stomach, the contents 
will be spilled Into the abdominal 
cavity, and this is a very serious 
complication indeed. 


Such symptoms as those men- 


tloned, therefore, even if they arc 
not present continuously, should 
not be neglected because of the 
danger of the serious complica- 
tions of bleeding or eating through 
into the abdominal cavity.

Army Reveals Details of Atomic Gun at 
Aberdeen; Called 'All-Purpose' Weapon 


WASHINGTON—<*— The Army i maximum range, appears also to lion, supply the power for mov 


has unveiled a new 85-ton atomic 
gun and shown that it can roll 
nimbly across fields into position 
to fire super-explosive barrages 
within 20 minutes. 


It is the world's first atomic ar- 


tillery piece. 


The gun, which the Army calls 


an "all-purpose weapon," was put 
through its paces at a special pre- 
view for photographers at the Ab- 
erdeen, Md., Proving Grounds re- 
cently. 


Ordnance experts have been try- 


ing out its mobility and firing ca- 
pacity for months at the giant 
testing grounds, but standard am- 
munition was used rather than 
atomic rounds. 


Change Missile 


The Army indicated that the 


weapon can use either atomic or 
standard rounds merely by chang- 
ing the type of missile. 


The gun has a caliber of 280 


millimeters — approximately 12 
inches. This, in itself, discloses 
how compactly the Atomic Energy 
Commission scientists now are able 
to build atomic missiles which at 
one time could barely be crowded 
into the bomb bay of a B-29. 


There was talk at the demon- 


stration of a 20-mile range for the 
gun. 


This approximates the range for 


costal defense and naval guns of 
somewhat similar caliber. 


20-Mile Range 


Twenty miles would be a prac- 


tical distance for placing the gun 
safely behind friendly lines, firing 
over .those lines and laying down 
an atomic barrage on enemy in- 
fantry and armor without endan- 
gering friendly troops from the 
blasts, heat or radiation. 


In the non-atomic demonstration 


at Aberdeen, conventional propel- 
lant charges of standard powder,- 
in bags, were loaded behind an 
ordinary test projectile. 


The rate of fire seemed to be 


approximately that of any of the 
large caliber, non-automatic guns 
used by the Army and Navy. 


This is how the "all-purpose 


weapon" looks to visitors: 


Its tube is almost 40 feet long, 


designed to stabilize the missile 
by a spinning motion, just like a 
standard gun. 


The elevation of its muzzle, or 


be like that used in a standerd 
gun. 


A two-gun battery is used in the 


Aberdeen tests. 


Need* Support 


Nine other vehicles are used in 


support, including two power-gen- 
erating trucks. The power unit is 
hooked to the gun by electrical ca- 
ble thus supplying electrical power 
for traveling and raising the el- 
evation of the rifle.

'South Atlantic state has had its 
Klan problem, although the Klan- 
typa violence has been confined 
to a few relatively email areas. 


Georgia, where both the post- 


World War I and the post-World 
War It Klans were spawned atop 
Stone Mountain, was the first state 
where the current Klan became 
active immediately after the war. 
The movement there, 
however, 


has gradually been eliminated. 


In the summer of 1949 a wave 


of floggings, cross-burnings and 
masked terrorism struck the area 
surrounding 
Birmingham, 
Ala. 


This was ended by a counter-wave 
ot public indignation, wholesale ar- 
rests and quick passage of an anti- 
mask law by the Alabama legisla- 
ture which was in session then. 
Since then three other Southern 
states—Florida, Georgia and South 
Carolina—have passed similar anti- 
Klan laws. 
• • •' 


The revived Klan was the same 


as its predecessors in that it was 
anti-Jew, anti-Catholic and anti- 
Negro. But victims, of recent Klan 
violence -had generally been white 
men and women whom the Klan 
accused of such things as immoral- 
ity, 
drinking, and "neglecting" 


their families. 


The Klan activities in North 


Carolina centered largely in Co- 
lumbus 'cc'J^'y, a lumber and to- 
bacco-growing section. Tbi>re were 
more than 100 arrests when ihc 
crackdowns finally came. 


The first break came a few 


months ago when the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation rounded 
up a number of alleged Klansmen 
accused of taking a white man and 
woman across the state line into 
South Carolina and flogging them. 
A few weeks later the Columbus 
county sheriff, 
aided 
by state 


agents, arrested a number of other 
Klansmen 
in another flogging 


case. 


county. A gunfight ensued and in 
the melee a Klansman who wore 
his police uniform under his robe 
was fatally wounded and abandon- 
ed by his companions. 


Klan demonstrations or cross- 


burnings staged by Hamilton have 
been frequent in various pails of 
South Carolina in the, last two 
years. Since the passage of an 
finli-mask law by the' South Caro- 
lina legislature, however, these 
demonstrations have had to be held 
on private property with the con- 
sent of the owner. 


The only other Southern state 


where there has been much Klan 
activity in recent months is Flor- 
ida, where the secret organization 
is headed by Bill Hendnx, whose 
organization has worked closely 
with Hamilton's.

jury indictment contained

NEW YORK—tf>—The best bet 


today seems to be that some cor- 
porations will get a cut in taxes 
by the middle of next year. The 
long-suffering individual may have 
to wait until 1954.. 


Secretary of Treasury Snyder is 


on record today as believing that 
the excess profits tax some cor- 
porations pay will expire next 


June. He sees no mujor relief like- 
ly for individuals. 


A number of the recent federal 


tax increases are due to expire in 
the next year or two unless Con 
gress extends them. With defense 
expenditures scheduled at a high 
level next year, hope for much re 
lief seems put off until 1954.

gress lets the tax die, as Snyder 
thinks it may. it will mean relief 
for corporations whose 
present 


earnings are 85 per cent or more 
of their average earnings in their 
three best years between 1948 and 
1949. Such earnings are now con- 
sidered excess and a 30 per cent 
additional tax lievied on them. 


Businessmen hold this tax pe- 


nalizes well-managed companies 
and the growth industries just get- 
ting under way in the base-period 
years. 


The excess profits tax has been 


bringing in better than three bil- 
lion dollars a year. 


Individuals would get a break at 


the end of 1953 if Congress does 
not extend a 10 per cent increase 
in the individual-income tax writ- 
ten into the Revenue Act of 1951. 
The increase would lapse at that 
time. 


Another Break 


. April 30, 1954, corporations are 
due for another break-unless Con- 
gress changes its mind. At that 
;ime the 30 per cant normal tax 
on corporate earnings goes back to 
25 per cent. At the same time spe- 
cial excise taxes totalling about 
one billion dollars expire. 


The U. S. taxpayer's bills, mean- 


while, mount steadily. This year it 
s estimated that the total of fed- 
eral, state and local tax collec- 
ions will be around 80 billion dol- 
a'rs, and possibly more. 


The Guaranty Trust Company of 


New York notes that the federal 
government is now taking abou 
70 per cent of this total, with th 
state and local authorities splitting 
the remainder about evenly. 


• Previous "Take" 


Before World War I the federa 


tax take. was only about 30 pe 
cent of the total. And a* late a 
1941 Washington was still taking 
less than half. 


Taxes collected by all agencie 


last year, the band adds, came t 
$412 for each person in the coun 
try. In 1927 the per capita tax wa 
$80. In 1942, with World War I 
under way,'it was $154.' •'•''

NEW YORK W-A Czechoslovak 


diplomat and former United Na 
tions Secretariat official says he 
will not return to hi* Communist 
controlled homeland and will seek 
asylum here. 


Dr. Ivan Kerno, who retired last 


Sept. 10 as U.N. assistant secre- 
tary-general for legal affairs, made 
his announcement Monday nighl 
on the "United or Not" television 
program. 


The 61-year-old Kerno. a mem 


her of the Czech diplomatic-serv 
ice since 1918 and a former aid- of 
the late Czech President Eduard 
Benes. said h«r expected American 
officials to grant him permission to 
remain in this country,. 


His self-exile was similar to that 


of Jan 
Papanek, former chief 


Czech delegate to the U.N., who 
repudiated his government after 
the 1948 Red coup in Prague. 


At the time of the Communist 


coup, Kerno said, Benes did not 
use the Czech army against the 
Reds for fear the Russian forces 
would have invaded the country 
"and slaughtered a good part of 
the Czech population."

count Astor, 
prominent 
British 


publisher and sportsman and hus- 
band of Virginia-born Lady Nancy 
Astor, died today. He was 73. 


Lord Astor, who "was born in 


iVev/ York City, long had been a 
leader in British social and politi- 
cal life, along with his wife. 


His death followed a long illness. 
Unable, because,of his title, to 


hold a seat in the House of Com- 
mons, Lord Astor sponsored his 
wife's political career and helped 
her to become the first woman 
ever elected to the lower parlia- 
mentary chamber. 


Royalties from his popular spell- 


ing book gave Noah Webster 20 
years time for writing his diction- 
ary.

the King James version of the Bi- 
ble in 51 years will be published. 
Thirty-two scholars have worked 
on it for 15 yean. 


A new Roman! Catholic transla- 


tion of the first eight books of the 
Old Testament, also coming out 
today, is the 10 year work of 40 
scholars. ' ' 
. The Library of Congress cele- 
brates the 500th anniversary of 
the first book printed from mov- 
able metal type, the Gutenberg 
Bible, with a special 
ceremony 


and an exhibit of rare Bibles. 


Special Stamp 


And the Post Office is issuing a 


special Gutenberg stamp. 


No other book has.come close to 


approaching the popularity of the 
Bible. Many an author would feel 
he had hit-the big time if his book 
sold 25,000. It has been estimated 
that a billion Bibles have been 
sold. The demand remains un- 
diminished. The new revised edi- 
tion has an advance sale of a mil- 
lion copies. 


With is hold on Western civiliza- 


:ion, it isn't surprising that the 
'irst bo«k printed was, the Bible. 
3ut it may surprise you to learn 
hat this first book also was a 
opflight printing job. 


Johann Gutenberg and his asso- 


ciates turned out 200 Bibles. For- 
y-six of these still are 
in exis- 


.ence. 


The famed Gutenberg Bibie be- 


longing to the library U printed fen 
vellum, a fine variety of animal 
skin. The text is Latin, following 
St. Jerome's Fourth Century vtr- 
sion. The headings are red. mak- 
ing it the first color print job of 
all time.

A special act of congress ea^ 


Rbled the library to buy a m miP 
lion dollar collection of rare books 
that included the Gutenberg Bible. 
No one knows its exact value now, 
but it'would be around a half mil- 
lion dollars—making it possibly 
the most valuable book in the 
world. 


Sharing honors with Gutenberg 


Bible today is the Great Bible of 
Mainz, presented to the 
library 


this year, on its 500th birthday, bf 
Leasing J. Rosenwald of Jenkin' 
town, Pa. 


The Great Bible of Mainz wa§ 


hand lettered and profusely illus- 
trated at exactly the same time 
and in the same city—Mainz, Ger- 
many—in which Gutenberg wa» 
busy with his printing press. 


Down through the years th« Bi- 


ble has been translated into alt 
major languages and many an ob- 
scure om. In 1903 there 'were 9A- 
848 different editions, and to give-- 
you sorr.ii idea of the extent of th« 
translations, six of these editions 
were in Shambala. That's a lan- 
guage spoken by some 60,000 per- 
sons in what then was German 
East Africa.
